"The Friction Of Progress" 


E 


is a peculiarity of human nature that when something new 
:omes along, something while introducing into the world 


fundamental changes, will yet add enormously to the sum 
total of human happiness, it is always bitterly opposed. 
It 


might be added that the very classes which will most profit by 
the change are the most bitter in their opposition. 


We are all prone to deny this truth when applied to us in- 


dividually, but history proves over and over again that there is 
no fact so universal in its application. 
We are somehow con- 


stitutionally opposed to the New, to Change, to the upsetting 
of the Established Order. We have always preferred to suffer 
the ills we have rather than fly to those we know not of. The 
pathway of history is strewn with proofs of this unfortunate 
fact. 


For instance, scientists and economists have proved beyond 


the possibility of successful contradiction that a change in our 
system of taxation whereby all taxes were removed from the 
products of labor and shifted entirely to land values would 
benefit the farmer and small land owner more than any of otht-r 
class, yet these are the classes which, in this country at least, 
are most vigorous in their opposition to this change. 


Similarly, Dr. Frank Crane has pointed out that ''almos: 


every invention of labor-saving machinery has been bitterly de- 
nounced by the workers, and has eventually bettered their con- 
dition. 


"Arkwright's spinning jenny was the cause of riots among 


tiie cotton workers, who called it a device of the devil to tun; 
the poor weavers into paupers. 
But this invention has given 


employment to hundreds, where the old system employed one, 
and at a better wage. 


"Some time ago it might have been said: 'If all New York 


takes to taxieabs, thousands of stablemen and cab drivers will 
be driven from employment.* They were. 
They were driven 


out of jobs as hostlers where they earned two dollars a day in- 
to jobs as chauffeurs and mechanics where they earn ten. 


"Steam engines put thousands of stage coaches out of 


business. But for every coach driver it gives employment to 
hundreds of engineers, firemen, brakemen, and conductors, who 
are more intelligent, better fed, and better dressed than their 
.horse-driving ancestors, and have less arduous tasks. 


"The South violently resented the abolition of slavsry, yec 


it would be hard now to find even a Southern politician who 
would advocate the owning of slaves again. 


"When Prohibition was enacted a deep and sullen growl 


was heard all thru the land. The abolition of the saloon and 
all the domestic misery, political dirt and economic waste it 
stood for was stridently acclaimed, and is yet in some irrecon- 
cilable quarters, as a piece of wanton and fanatic tyranny. Yet 
no national act since the dawn of history has been productive 
of so much human welfare. 
The strangest feature of all was 


the opposition of organized labor. 


"Some day and somehow the nations of earth will get to- 


gether and by simple agreement eliminate war from future his- 
tory. For war exists now, not as a necessity of human nature. 
but because statesmanship has not mastered the art of co-op- 
eration. But we may be sure that every step toward the "Par- 
liament of Man" will be hotly contested, and that not by wicked 
men, but by earnest and well meaning men, in the name^ of pa- 
triotism and honor. 
"It is interesting, this waste incident to progress, this fric- 


tion of the wheels of evolution. 


"When Saint Paul came preaching to a certain town, the 


idol makers of the place would have mobbed him, for 'their 
craft was in danger.' 


"Lichtenburg, in his Reflections, says: 'If mankind sudden- 


ly took to virtue, many thousands would inevitably be reduced 
to starvation.'"
